BALLERINA — Shell pink, ait undertones. Up- 
per petals veined from base to center spot of 
crimson. Strong grower with large umbels of 
large ruffled flowers. 


CIRCUS DAY (Schmidt) — Lower petals medium 
pink, somewhat fluted. Top petals deeper pink, 
with medium large velvety brown-black blotch, 
flushed with salmon. Strong upright grower of 
average size, noted for large umbels of very 
large flowers, held well above the plant. As 
gay as a Circus Day! 


CONSPICUOUS — Shining oxblood red. Upper 
petals waved, edged with a black hairline vein- 
ing and blotches. Lower petals elongated black 
spot. Very large flowers, long keeping quality, 
long bloomer. A fine well-shaped plant. Well 
named as Conspicous. 


COVER GIRL — Soft pink, white throat. Upper 
petals veined from base to medium sized deep- 
est crimson spot. Lower petals no markings. Me- 
dium large round and beautifully ruffled flow- 
ers. Very free flowering. 


FIERY EMBERS — Black. Upper petals red, border 
surrounding each petal. Lower petals red over- 
laid with black, feathering. Remarkable flame- 
like coloring. Medium bushy grower. 


FIFTH AVENUE — Black and red. The rich velvet 
red petals are heavily overlaid at center with 
a black sheen which lessens as it extends to 
outer edges. A very floriferous variety produc- 
ing large umbels of very ruffled fluted flowers 
on a well-shaped plant. Has a long blooming 
period.

BACHELOR GIRL (Schmidt-Tiret) — A sport of 
Bewitched, in all respects like it, with the 
branches somewhat more pendulous, but the 
corolla a pale mallow.

outspreading corolla. Long broad, rose-red up- 
turned sepals. Medium strong, upright grower, 
free flowering. 


COUNTRY COUSIN (Hodges) — Corolla usually of 
five to six petals, spreading out perfectly flat 
at maturity. Rich violet- purple petals, near- 
white at center and heavily veined flesh color, 
giving the flower a most "frank and open coun- 
tenance." Very short tube and short, broad, up- 
turned sepals deep red. Medium upright grow- 
er, deep green foltage: free flowering. 


CRINOLINE (Reiter, Jr., Pat.) — Puffy double ex- 
quisite rose. Larger and similar to Seventeen. 


Upright. 


DOROTHY LOUISE — Double corolla medium or- 
chid pink, short sepals pink. Medium-large flow- 
ers freely produced on willowy upright grower. 
Early bloomer and one of the best pinks. 


FANTASY — Semi-double corolla, petals with pale 
center, deeping to ie at edges, small- 
er outer petals heavily overlaid pink. Open 
spreading flower with pink and green-tipped 
sepals. Branching, upright grower, free flow- 
ering. 


FLUORESCENT — Long semi-double corolla soft 
lilac orchid, short tube and long, broad sepals 
white, faintly marked pink at edges. Willowy 
upright grower, may be used for baskets. 


GRAY LADY — Large double corolla pale greyish 
blue, upright rosy white sepals. Medium up- 
right grower with large flowers of delicate col- 
oring. Best in the cool coastal sections. 


HIS EXCELLENCY — Large double rich violet cor- 
olla, short tube and sepals white. One of the 
finest of the new fuchsias, with large flowers 
of dramatic color contrasts. Best coloring is ob- 
tained under good growing conditions. 


INNOCENCE — Double or semi-double white cor- 


olla, short pale carmine tube and long, broad 


white sepals, blushed on underside. Upright 
branching grower producing a succession of 
good sized flowers. Blooms early and contin- 
uously. 


OLD SMOKY (Schmidt) — Double corolla old rose 
with a smoky cast; medium tube and outspread 
sepals flesh color, underside of sepals pink. 
Strong grower with somewhat pendant branch- 
es and medium large leaves — try it as a hang- 
er, too. Large flowers that should be very large 
along the cool coast. Novel coloring distin- 
guishes Old Smoky from all other fuchsias. 


PEPPERMINT STICK — Double white corolla, short 
tube and long, broad pink sepals, tipped green. 
Upright grower. 


PINK QUARTET — A quartet of rolled center petals 
surrounded by spreading ones, all soft pink; 
broad upturned sepals deep pink. Strong up- 
right grower, free blooming. A good fuchsia, 
does well in the warmer sections. 


SEA SHELL (Evans) — Double corolla palest shell 
pink, shorter outer petals flushed deeper pink. 
Tube and outside of sepals waxy white, under- 
side of sepals phlox pink. Upright, bushy grower, 
very free flowering. 


SNOWBALL — Large double white corolla, tube 
and broad, upturned sepals white, flushed pink 
at base of sepals and base of tube. Upright 
grower, large leaves, with the largest of all 
“all-white” flowers. Best under cool growing 
conditions. 


SNOW FLURRY — Semi-double to double corolla 
white, tube and sepals white, with a pink flush 
at the base of petals and sepals. Blooms in 
profusion. Somewhat upright at first, but arch- 
ing branches make a good basket. 


SPARKLER (ummer| — | gave much thought to

SWEET SIXTEEN — Double pink corolla, pink sepals. 


Good grower useful as espalier or try as hanger. 


TELEVISION — Large double, tube and sepals, 
white outside, pale pink underneath. Corolla 
deep orchid shade, splashed with fuchsia pink 
beginning at base of petals and extending to 
tips. May trail. 


TRAIL BLAZER — Best described as a double "Red 
Spider" with sepals a little paler in color. A 
real trailer, with branches hanging directly down 
the sides of the basket. 


TURQUOISE LADY (Plummer) — Upright bushy 
grower, to four feet. Red sepals and corolla 
of dark blue. Medium size flowers grow in pro- 
fusion. This fuchsia is the same color as the 
fuchsia Blue Pendant that took everyone by 
storm in 1950. Easy to grow, and a must for 
every garden. 


TUTU—Large double corolla orchid lavender, tube 
and broad sepals white, phlox pink on underside. 
Stocky, upright grower with heavy foliage and 
very large flowers. Best under cool conditions. 


VIOLETTA — Long single corolla near-white at base, 
deepening to deep violet at petal edges. Short 
tube and long, narrow sepals white. Tall up- 
right grower, free flowering.

CUESTA CASCADE — Basket Type — Sepals 
red, flaring and recurved, true Mecsding 
type, corolla fully double powder blue. 
Self branching and free blooming. Short 
grower. Name selected by judges from the 
California Fuchsia Society. 'Cuesta” be- 
ing Spanish for "Top of the Hill." 


RAMBLER — Upright — Single. Long ros 
lilac corolla. Sepals red. Stiff enched: 
very fast grower and free bloomer. Origin- 


al seedling attained 10 feet in one season. 
Ideal for espalier or to grow on any trellis. 
There is a place for Rambler in every 
garden. 


SUMMER SPLENDOR—Basket Type—Sepals 
creamy white, turning to red as bloom 
becomes older. Corolla fully double rose 
madder and does not fade. Holds color 
until blossoms fall. Medium size blossoms 
in great profusion. Small dark green foli- 
age. Does well in sun or shade. Needs 
very little pinching. Truly splendid at all 
seasons. Some day you will have this one 
in your garden. 


BEWITCHED (Pat.) — Double corolla dubonnet 
purple. Tube and long sepals white outside, 
flushed pink inside. Willowy, vigorous grower. A 
good color contrast for a showy basket. 


BRIDESMAID (Pat. applied for) — Double corolla 


lilac-orchid, broad recurving sepals white, phlox 


pink on underside. Strong, medium high, bushy 
grower, with a profusion of large double 
flowers. 


CATHY MILLER (Miller) — This fine sport of Bolero 
was discovered by Mr. John H. Miller of Car- 
mel. It is more willowy in growth and more 
abundant in bloom and the color of the large 
corolla is a very pleasing soft orchid. Tube and 
short, broad, perfectly upturned sepals are 
bright red. Tested in Carmel for several sea- 
sons. A very fine large-flowered fuchsia. Try it 
as a hanger, too. 


CAVALIER (Schnabel) — A trailing variety whose 
three to four foot branches fall from the pot 
rim like a Cavalier's Cape. Although slightly 
more woody, Cavalier resembles Cascade or 
Red Spider in growth. The large long bell-like 
single flowers are Petunia purple, (32/0 HCC) 
with the base of each petal changing to Rho- 
damene (29/1 HCC) while the long twisted 
sepals are pale carmine (pink) (21/2 HCC). The 
long waxy straight sided buds sometimes mea- 
sure four and one-half inches from berry to tip. 
Cavalier is free flowering and the plant is heat 
tolerant. Garden tested. 


CITATION (Hodges) — Winner of the First Prize, 
single seedlings, at the 1951 San Francisco 
Flower Show. Single corolla of four broad white 
petals, opening from campanulate to wide-open 
saucer form. Petals lightly veined pink at base. 
Tube and medium-sized upturned sepals light 
to rose pink, depending on exposure. Bushy, 
upright grower, wonderful deep green foliage, 
noted for the abundance of good sized flow- 
ers. Blooms well even in small pots. 


CORONATION (Tiret) — Double wide spreading 
corolla a most distinctive shade of rosy-rasp- 
berry. Short tube and long, narrow sepals waxy 
white, sepals flushed soft pink on underside. 
Tall, upright, willowy grower. Early bloomer, 
with large flowers. 


CROWN JEWEL (Schmidt) — Double widespread 


ruffled corolla an attractive glowing rose, with 


a pale green center when fully open; greenish 
tube and long, broad, white sepals that are 
faintly blushed and of good substance. Tall, 
willowy grower, medium large leaves and large 
flowers that should reach extra size in the cooler 
sections. For a large fuchsia this has bloomed 
very freely and is quite heat tolerant, but should 
be shaded for finest coloring. 


DAINTY DAMOSEL (Schnabel) — This is a bushy 
upright plant with many semi-double flaring 
flowers in ivory and orchid. The beautifully 
formed corolla of rolled petals is deepest Co- 
balt Violet (HCC 634) which fades evenly to 
Mallow purple (630 HCC) backed by A 
sturdy star-like clear white sepals. The waxy 
pink tube is quite short. Well distributed flow- 
ers on arching branches whose leathery leaves 
are medium green. Heat tolerant — garden 
tested. 


"DU BARRY (Pat.)—Double purple. Heavily marbled. 
Upright. 


. ENCHANTED (Pat.)—Large double corolla campan- 
ula blue, near-white at base, outer petals over-- 
laid with fuchsia pink, all petals edged with a 
pale lilac line. The many smaller outer petals are 
attached to the broad base of the rose-red 
sepals and so spread out horizontally, encircling 
the large pendant center petals. Good upright 
grower with deep green leathery leaves, freely 
producing very large flowers (in the cooler 
sections) of unique style. 


FLYING CLOUD (Reiter, Jr., Pat. No. 925)}—One of 
the finest and easiest of the double whites. A 
mass of blossoms. 


GYPSY PRINCE (Ervin) — This excellent sport of 
Gypsy Queen was found by Mrs. Grace M. 
Ervin of Soquel. It has all the desirable qualities 
of growth, large flowers and free blooming 
habits of the parent variety, but Gypsy Prince 
has a corolla of deep violet purple, a few 
smaller outer petals marbeled flesh pink at the 
base. Larger central petals are serrated, tube 


and broad Bere sepals are bright red. Be 
sure to try this newest member of the Gypsy 
tribe. 


JUBILEE (Reiter, Jr.)}—A large bicolor double in the 
"magenta red" group. Jubilee is a strong bushy 
grower with large double flowers of sparkling 
color and distinguished form. The double petal- 
age is edged with dark Tyrian Rose (24/1 HCC) 
fading to a lighter shade toward the center 
of the flower. The long spreading sepals are 
white flushed pale rose lending additional bril- 
liance and distinction to its sparkling petal 
coloring. 


LA BIANCA (Patented) — Single white, sepals 


white, tipped green, medium flowers. 


LACE PETTICOATS (Pat. applied for) — Double 
corolla white, tube and broad, heavy, outspread 
sepals white. Corolla is composed of large cen- 
tral petals, surrounded by smaller ones that are , 
attached to the base of the sepals and so are 
spread out horizontally as the sepals curve up. 
Most petals are serrated. Inside of sepals and 

_ petals are faintly shot with palest blush, en- 
faneing an otherwise all-white large double 
fuchsia. Quite vigorous, willowy upright grower. 
In the warmer sections flowers will show more 
pink, unless the plant is in shade. Especially fine 
in the cooler regions. 


LADY ANN (Tiret) — Winner of First Prize, double 
fuchsia seedlings, at the 1952 San Francisco 
Flower Show. Double spreading corolla formed 
of many curled petals, opening purplish-blue, 
with most of the outside petals marbled phlox 
pink. Short tube and broad, spreading sepals 
are white, sepals faintly blushed on underside, 
tipped green. Strong, bushy upright grower 
with fine foliage, free flowering. Of particularly 
fine form and coloring in the cooler coastal 
sections. 


LULLABY (Reiter, Jr.) — A double flowered trailer 
in the same warm rose coloring as the upright 
variety Crinoline. The large flowers are fully 
double, exceptionally crisp in texture and of 


. 


excellent form with nearly white recurved sepals 
and the warm rose petalage heretofore unob- 
tainable in trailing forms. Compared with Crin- 
oline the flowers are slightly more lavender and 
a shade darker and the doubleness, the size 
and the substance of the flower is definitely 
superior. Well foliated branches arch naturally 
and the flowers hang abundantly and conspicu- 
ously. 


MOONLIGHT hase! — A semi-double flower 
medium to large size, the delicate coloring has 
the soft pale glow of moonlight. The short tube 
and long frosted sepals are greenish white 
tipped with pale green, the corolla palest flesh 
pink has overlapping petals veined with pale 
rose, as flower matures instead of fading the 
colors deepen and flare open slightly. This plant 
is self branching very free flowering medium 
sized clean foliage, will make a basket as well 
as a beautiful pot plant. Hardy, heat resistant, 
garden tested. 


POLAR SEA (Reiter, Jr.) — A vigorous upright 
fuchsia in the colorings of His Excellency from 
which it differs in larger size and more intense 
and contrasting coloring. The double flowers 
resemble the old magenta sepalled purples in 
form and size with their ideal broad deltoid 
sepals but, in Polar Sea, the tube and sepals are 
white and the petals are dark Whbarue Purple 
marbled with white at their base. Under good 
fuchsia conditions Polar Sea compares favorably 
in form with the best of the old dark purples. 
The plant is strong and upright, flowers are 
large, stems long, color startling and fading 
graceful. It deserves the best conditions for full 
development of all its qualities. 


SPRING SHOWER (Tiret) — Semi - double long - 
petaled white corolla. Short tube and upturned 
sepals flesh, underside of sepals soft phlox pink. 
Tall upright, branching grower, noted for the 
super-abundance of medium-large flowers. This 
variety blooms early, even in small pots, and a 
fairly large plant is simply a shower of soft 
pink-and-white flowers. 


STREAMLINER (Patented) — Everything about this 
great fuchsia is streamlined — the long slender 
buds, long thin tube, long semi-double corolla, 
extra long twisted and curved sepals, and even 
the strong growth streamlines directly down 
from the hanging pot. Similar in coloring to 
"Red Spider" but deeply colored in both corolla 
and sepals. Streamliner loves the warmer cli- 
mate. 


VAGABOND (Schnabel) — A double trailing or es- 
palier Fuchsia and with its huge buds and flow- 
ers of deep magenta flushed carmine promises 
to be an excellent addition to the good reds. 
The short tube and long broad upturned sepal 
are brilliant carmine, the corolla magenta, with 
many outer over-lapping petals of magenta 
splashed with carmine. The plume like branches 
have flowers along the branch as well as the 
tips. Continuous bloomer, medium large foliage, 
and especially good for the warmer climates. 


VOODOO (Tiret) — Double corolla darkest of any 
large double fuchsia — a deep purple-violet. 
Short tube and long, wide, upturned sepals 
darkest red. Strong upright grower, large flow- 
ers. 


YANKEE DOODLE (Hodges) — For its startling 
red, white, and blue color pattern this fuchsia 
won First Prize for single seedlings at the 1952 
San Francisco Flower Show. Short tube and up- 
turned or reflexed sepals are deep red, single 
flat corolla white, with irregular elongated 
blotches and stripes of blue-purple. Medium tall 
grower, lots of good sized flowers. Remarkable 
for its variability—no two flowers exactly alike. 
In a typical flower the somewhat pleated petals 
show an equal area of white and purple, but 
some flowers have an all-white corolla, a few 
flowers are dominated by purple, while others 
may have one or two white petals with the 
other petals of the same flower strongly marked 
with purple. Not only that, but the markings 
are different even on the inside and outside of 
each petal. | 
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
